The managers on the part of the Houae and the Senate at the 
conference on the disagreeing votes of the two Houses on the 
amendmmt of the Seni^ to the Inll joint resolution (H.R. 7) to 
ammd the Carl D. Pterkins Vocati<mal Education Act to eEztend the 
authorities contained in such act throu^ the fiscal year 1996, 
sulunit the following joint statement to the Ifouse and the Senate 
in explanation of tto effect of the action agrsed upon bgr tiie man- 
agers and recommended in the accompaning conference report: 

The Senate amendment struck out all of the Houae IhU ^k«r the 
enacting clause and inserted a substitute text 

Hie House recedes fnmi its disagreement to the amendmrat of

Items to be asseesed and considered are specified in the 
amendment. The report is due no later than one year after enact- 
ment.

309. Tribalty Controlled Inetitutione. The House bUl, but not the 
Senate amendment, autliorises a new program within the Dnart^ 
me^ti of Interior supporting tribally ccmtrolled poetseoondary insti- 
tutes. Vhe provision stipulates eligibility criteria, the prooees for 
review of applications, and the method for determining the amowt 
of each grant. There is also a provision relating to a stu<qr tar 
needed facilities. Currently functioning programs weiUd have priori 
ity funding. Authorization is for |4 million in FY 1990 and such 
sums for the five succeeding fiscal years, and could be ftMward

T^e Senate recedes with an amendment requiring the Departr 
ment of Education to administer the program, moving the program 
to the Perkins Act, and changing the authorization date to FY 
1991. The managers intend that these funds be considmd basic 
support monies for these schools, to defray the basic operating ex* 
penses of the program. Receipt of funds under this program should 
not be interpreted, either by the Department of Education fxr mm 
other Federal entity, in any way so as to interfere with receipt of, 
or application for, funds from any Federal, State or other source. 
Also, receipt of fiinds under this program should not lead to a de- 
crease in the receipt of other funds, either by the school, its stu- 
dents, or the tribe sanctioning its operation. 

310. Tribal Economic Development The House bilJ, but not the 
Senate amendment, amends the Tribally Controlled Community 
Colleges Act to add a new activity related to economic development 
under the Department of Interior. The new authority would fund 
joint Tribal/Tribally Controlled Community College prdects to 
identify resources of tribes, develop plans to develop those re- 
sources, and provide the training, technical assistance and support 
necessary to put the plans into effect. The authorisation is $2 mil- 
lion for FY 1990 and such sums for the five succeeding fiscal years. 

The House bill, but not the Senate amendment, also amends the 
Tribally Controlled Community Colleges Act by requiring the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to enter mto a contract with the tnbally con- 
trolled community colleges to assess their facility needs, construct 
a priority listing for facilities and periodically update such listina. 

311. (a) The House bill, but not the Senate amendment, amends 
the Tribally Controlled Community Colleges Act to add a new ac- 
tivity related to economic development under the Department of 
Interior. The new authority would fund joint Tribal/TSrihally Con- 
trolled Community College projects to identify economic resources

The Houae bill, but not 
the Smate amradment, modifiea the Indian Student EqualiMtion 
Formula, whidi ftmda achoola fiinded by the BIA, by adding a 
w«a^ted factor for aecondary vocational educati<m, aubject to avail 
aluhty of ftinda.

318. Indian and Native Hawaiian Ptograms. The Houae bill, but 
not the Senate amendment, prohibitB the Secretary of the Interior 
fit>m placing any reatricticma on pro^rama receiving Ptokina ftmda 
that are n6t placed on Statea receivmg auch funda. Hie Secretary 
of the Interior is alao charged with encouraging tribal eccmomic de- 
velopment with funda reaerved for Indian programa under the Per- 
kina Act 

The Houae recedes. 

314. School Prayer, The Houae bill, but not the Senate amend- 
ment, prohibita any fimda in thia Act, to be made available to any 
State or school district having a policy denying or effectively pre- 
venting participation in prayer in public acnooliB by individuals on 
a voluntary basis.
